The portraits are taken from ancient 
Roman coins and medals in Jacopo Mazzocchi’s own collection, and the superb cuts are attributed to Ugo da Carpi. 
A handsome production, truly one of the greatest landmarks in the history of numismatic literature. In Antiquar¬ 
ian Books on Coins and Medals by Ferdinando Bassoli, to be published this year, the author describes this volume as 
“a magnificent little octavo.” John Cunnally’s 1999 Images of the Illustrious, an excellent introduction and a guide to 
the numismatic scholarship of the Renaissance, not only appropriates the title and reproduces many of the illustra¬ 
tions, but also devotes a substantial chapter to this work. In the first chapter, he writes: “Beginning in 1517, with the 
publication of Andrea Fulvio’s Illustrium imagines, the coins themselves were joined by another kind of object that 
could be collected, circulated, exchanged, and given away, and which seemed to gush forth from its own perennial 
vein—the numismatic book.” Roberto Weiss’s 2001 Illustrium Imagines, Incorporating an English Translation of 
Nota, concludes: “This volume by Fulvio is, in sum, the cornerstone of numismatic books and of the iconographic 
collections of Europe in the Cinquecento.”

John 
Cunnally, in Images of the Illustrious, devotes a long section to Guillaume Rouille, observing that though “Not a 
printer himself, Rouille was a grand editeur who contracted with writers, artists, printers, and retailers to produce 
blockbuster editions, selecting titles that would appeal to an international audience.” Family connections enabled 
Rouille to distribute books throughout Europe, accounting for the multilingual editions of his Promptuarium, and 
other works which he sold to retailers. Rouille consistently employed the best engravers, and Cunnally notes that, 
aesthetically, the Promptuarium “is very successful with its medallions arranged in pairs at the top third of the page 
and the text elegantly set below...” Elvira Clain-Stefanelli comments in Numismatics—An Ancient Science on the 
unreliability of coin illustrations found in numismatic works of the period, both in general and of Rouille in 
particular: “there appear, in addition to the drawings of real coin illustrations, imaginary portraits of Adam, Noah, 
Osiris, Agamemnon. Not only was such fiction mixed with fact but also the real coins themselves often were inter¬ 
preted to fit the purposes of the author. For example, the river-god Gelas, a man-headed bull, which appears on an 
ancient coin from the Greek city of Gela in Sicily, is identified as the minotaur. Comparison with the actual coin 
reveals how the drawing was changed by addition of the invented legend minotavrvs. In another instance, for a coin 
of the Thracian king Lysimachus, who used the head of Alexander the Great on the obverse, Rouille takes the king’s 
name from its original Greek on the reverse and places it, in a Latin spelling, beside Alexander’s head on the face of 
the coin.”

particularly the tale first related by the French humanist and fellow antiquary Jacob Spon of Lyon, concerning their 
near capture at sea by “Turkish” corsairs near Marseilles, where Vaillant reportedly ingested a collection of twenty 
ancient gold coins he was carrying, later recovering them “at the rate nature herself permitted.”

Many of America’s greatest contribu¬ 
tions to numismatic scholarship first appeared in the pages of this most important publication. Crosby’s classic 
works on large cents, parts of his Early Coins of America, Frey’s Dictionary of Numismatic Names, Edgar Adams’ 
extensive work on California pioneer gold coins and, later on, the scholarly, still indispensable studies on ancient 
Greek coins by Newell, Baldwin Brett and others are but a small sampling. For American researchers, the Journal is 
most interesting for the reminiscences and other fascinating tidbits of information to be found in the earlier vol¬ 
umes, much of which is little known today except among those fortunate to possess a set of this scarce storehouse 
of knowledge. In volume 41, its importance is well stated: “The history of the Journal, if it could be given in detail, 
would be a history of American numismatics.” A most appealing set. Variously termed “The Dean of American 
Collectors,” “The Philatelic Farmer from Flemington” and “The Sage of Hunterdon,” Hiram Deats’ dominance in 
American philatelies has largely overshadowed his considerable numismatic achievements. One thing is certain: his 
philatelic and numismatic libraries were magnificent, not only for content but also for condition and binding. 
Although Deats sold his philatelic and numismatic collections fairly early on, according to his biography by Stanley 
Bierman, “he retained for most of a lifetime his greatest treasure, his philatelic library.” The same, presumably, was 
true of his numismatic library. He was single-minded in acquiring missing items. Bierman relates that “In an act of 
conspicuous excess, Deats purchased 25,000 philatelic periodicals from the P. M. Wolsieffer Library in October 
1892, for the express purpose of acquiring a single issue of an obscure Chicago periodical." Bierman goes on to note 
that the present whereabouts of this extremely rare publication is unknown.

Browning was a me¬ 
ticulous researcher and presumably the circumstances there were conducive to his studies. Relatively few new vari¬ 
eties have appeared in the intervening years and his magnum opus remains the standard work, though a revised 
edition by Walter Breen was published in 1992. Breen considered this work to be “The most perfect book written on 
the First try” and it remains the only work ever issued on die varieties of American silver coins issued with actual 
photographic prints. These factors combined with its legendary rarity have placed Browning’s numismatic mag¬ 
num opus among the most desired American numismatic books.

Detector, also published by Heath. The origin of the plates, and particularly the text, requires unraveling. In an 
article appearing in the Spring 1982 issue of The Asylum , Kirby Brown notes that both the text and plates (though 
differently arranged) are derived from Snowden’s i860 Description of Ancient and Modern Coins, in the Cabinet 
Collection at the Mint of the United States. Heath’s “plagiarism” is barely acknowledged in the text, where he men¬ 
tions Snowden’s name but twice. If truth be told, though Snowden may (or may not) have supervised production 
of the plates, he had little or nothing to do with the text. It was written by George Bull, with the assistance of 
William E. Du Bois, assistant assayer and curator of the Mint Cabinet at the time.

Possibly an offprint, perhaps an extract, from E. B. O’Callaghan’s monumental four volume The Documentary 
History of the State ofNew-York, published in Albany between 1849 and 1851. Hickcox’s authorship of this brief essay 
is conjectural. Though only eighteen years of age in 1850, for the two years previous he had been Assistant Librarian 
at the State Library in Albany, and his monumental An Historical Account of American Coinage , published there 
eight years later, largely incorporates the three superb plates engraved by J. E. Gavit present here (though printed 
therein in brown ink, one in a different arrangement). These plates are accompanied by detailed and quite interest¬ 
ing descriptions, including provenances, of the items depicted. The five pages of descriptive text were clearly writ¬ 
ten by a serious student of numismatics. Mease’s Descript, of Amer. Medals, Swift on William Wood, and Felt’s 
pioneering 1839 works are cited, and the British authorities’ references to the colonial issues—Leake, Snelling, and 
Ruding—are not overlooked. The author corrects errors made by both Mease and Ruding, and also makes a num¬ 
ber of other interesting observations. A number of the coins described were in the collections of the Albany Insti¬ 
tute (where Hickcox was a member), and some were “from a collection made by M r Vattemare for the French 
government, and are supposed to be specimens of the earliest copper currency in this state.” Mention is made of a 
bronze Libertas Americana medal belonging to “the N. Y. State Library,” Hickcox’s employer at the time. Nine years 
later, a year after publication of his numismatic magnum opus, Hickcox was made an honorary member of the 
American Numismatic and Archaeological Society. In 1866, his work on early New York paper appeared. By the 
1870s he had moved from Albany to Washington, D. C., where he was employed in the Copyright Division at the 
Library of Congress, from 1874 to 1882. Sadly, as Q. David Bowers’ relates in American Numismatics Before the Civil 
War, Hickcox’s “numismatic career came to an abrupt halt in 1882 when he was arrested for the crime ‘of opening 
mail letters and pocketing the money.’ Hickcox admitted his guilt, and, in March 1882 he was summarily relieved of 
his honorary membership in the American Numismatic Society.”
